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The Debt and the Democracy.
Tus Democratic party is making desperate
offorts to excite popular diccontent in regard
to the magnitude of the publio debt, It s a
gufliclent answer to thesa appeals to reply that
the Demooratic Rebellion oreated the debt,
and that the war was prolonged and the debt
greatly inoreased by Copperhead opposition to
a vigorous prosecution of hostilities. Every
dollar of the national burdan tends toswell the
enormity of the offense directly chargeable
upon the present supportera of Seymonr and
Blair. The radical Demooracy of the Pome-
roy sohool are the only trne logicians of that
party. They advocate open and undisgnised
repudiation, for they justly fear (that
while the people are paying the price of na-
tional existence, they will not cease to remem-
ber with indignation the true authors of the
prevailing financial evils, It is the height of
folly for those who placed this load upon the
shoulders of the people to seek to win their
votes by maguifying the extent and fressure
of the debt. They virtually say to a wronged
and sutraged pesple—*'We have inflicted npon
you untold miseries in the past, and imposed

apon you intolerable present and fature bur- |

dens, and you should thergfore entrust us with
the control of public affairs."

The actual cost of military and naval expe-
ditions, from 1861 to 1868, inclusive, was, for
the War Department $3,1756,150,880 54, and
for the Navy Department $426,783,690-03; a
total of §3,601,034,680-76. The ordinary mili-

tary and naval expenditares, previous to 1861 ‘
a

were $28,000,000 per annnm, or, during
period of eight years, $224,000,000, Deduoot-
ing this sum from the amouunt the nation was
compelled to expend from 1861 to 1868, the
oost of orushing the Rebellion is fixed at $3,377,-
934,580'76. With a few notable exceptions,
the men who presented to the nation the
dread alternative of incurring this enormous
expenditure, or of stiking the United States
from the list of nations, are now the active
leaders of the Demooratic party. Their “yell”
geoured Beymour’s nomination, their advo-

ocaoy of Blair was the undoubted cause of his |

gelection as the Democratic Vice-President
candidate; they dictated the Democratio plat-
form, and they would wield over any Demo-
oratic National Administration as powerfal an
influence as they exercised over the Confede-
rate Government of Richmond. In all the
annals of political canvassing there is nothing
equal to the hardihood displayed in the at-
tempt to win favor and pewer for the traitorons
aunthors of the debt by misrepresentations of
its magnitude.

Heavy as the debt is, however, no better
proof of the ability of the people to grapple
with it and to maintain the npational credit
unimpaired need be given than a statement of
the sums already devoted to this purpose, Of
the extra expenses incurred by the war nearly
#1,600,000,000 have already been paid io prin-
oipal and interest and bountles, notwithstand-
ing rep:ated reductions of taxation, and the
frauds upon the revenune which have been
perpetrated maioly by a Democratic whisky
ring.

Frou reliable sources we are able to ana ounge
that the general programme of the approsching
cawpaign on the part of the Republicans of
Philadelphia does not include the holding of
mapy of the immense mass meetings which
have of late years so decidedly aroused ths en-
thusissm of the faithfal, but utterly failed to
make converts from the opposition.

We oan gses in them, however, mach
good—so much that we hope that there
will not be a total omission of them all. Ths
truth is that the city of Philadelphia has 10,000
majority in favor of the Republican party, iy
the vote oan only be bronght out. Then while
it is & duty to seek converts, it i3 also adaty to
impress those we have with the importanc®
of taking an active part in the campaign. Toe
latter result is secured by these meetings. The
people are aronsed into enthusiasm when they
see Bquares upon squares of human beings,
all animated by one impulse, all coinciding in
the same thought, and acting for the same
end. Thus the meetings do good. If there
were Lo be a few such, they could not fail to en-
hanoe the Republican triumph. Bat if instead
of these, the thousands of dollars required bt
spent in organizing, in detecting anticipated
frauds, and getting the name of every friend
and seeing that he votes on the day of election,
the result would be a muach larger and general
awakening thau if a like sum be expended in
meetings.

the Regenerator of Knrope ! and much more
of this andiscriminating admiration which we
are every day obliged to listen to. We have
often thought that if the full history of Louis
Napoleon's coup d'etat were known as it should
be, many who indulge in these expreasions of
admiration would not be so lavish of their
praiees. Everybody has read of the conval-
slon occasioned by the son of the late General
Cavignac refusing to accept a testimonial for
good scholarship under the eye and auspices
of the little French Imperial Prince. How
strong and deep-rooted must his Majesty's
Government be! What a deep hold must it
have on the affections of the Fremoh people
when go slight & oanse can ocoasion so great
an excitement | Bat many will reason withoat
going to faots.

There is no event in history so well known
a8 the history of Louis Napoleon’s coup d’etat.
Without going into a full htstory of his life
we ghould like to present to our readers a
brief snmmary of that event. Unlike history
generally, instead of there being a soarcity of

| materials, we have an abundance. We have
| Bonapartist acocounts, royalists, modarate re-

|

publicans, radical republican acceunts by
people of all shades of opinions—Garnier de
Cassignac for the Bonapartiats, Victor Hugo
for the extreme democrats, despatches in the
Moniteur by Magnan and others—Xavier Dar-
rien, Bulletin Francaise, La Vérite, Recneil
d’Aotes Offivielles. But the anthority to which
we attach the most importance is the testi-
mony of a British officer. This gentleman
was on a visit to Paris at the time; he was not
connected with any of the parties, was marely
there as an involuntary speotator. He was
not even acquainted, as far as we are aware,
with any of the actors in the scene, and whose
statement we are bound to think ia impartia)
and oorrect. This officer, Captain Jesse, in
his letter to the London Z'imes, thus speaks
of what he witnessed. After telling that
he was on the balcony of the honse at which
he was lodging, he suddenly heard a firing of
musketry, believing at first that it was a salate,
never dreaming that soldiers were firing ball-
cartridges at men, women, and children. We
will'let him tell part in his own words: —

The windows were crowded with poupla.'j)rln-
clpally women, (radesmen, servants, chlldren,
or, like orselves, the occupanls of apariments,
Suddenly, as [ was intenlly looking with my
glugs &L the Lroops in the dislunce eastward, a
Iew mwinsket abots were fired on the head of the
columuyp, which conslsted of about 000 men.
Ina few minutes iy spread, and afler nanging
a little, c:me down the HBoulevard in a waving
sheet of flame, So regular, however, was the
fire, thot st tirst I thougnt it was a fue dejoie
for some barricade uken 1n &dvance, vr 1o sig-
nal thelr position to some other division; aad
It was not Ll L came within Ny yacds of me
that I recognized Lbe sbarp, ringing report of
ball earirldge; but even then I could scarcaly
bellevethe evidence of my 0Wo ears; for s to m
eyes, Iconla discover no enemy Lo fire at, and
contipued lovklng st the wen untll the com-
pany below me were actually ralsing thelr flre-
locks, und one vagabond, sharper Lusn the rest,
an mere lad without whiskers or moustache,
bad covered me. In an Instant I dashed my
wife, who hud Just stepped oul aghinst the pler
between the windows, when asuot strack the
cellipg Immediately over our heads, and
covered us with duost and broken plaster, In
& second after, I placed her upon the floor, and
in snother voliey came against the whole front
of the bouse, the balcony, and the windows:
one ghot broke the mlirror over the ochlmuey
plece; another the shade of the closk; every
pane of glass but one was smashed; the curtalns
snd window frames cul; the room, in short, was
riddied. W hat madethefireatthe honse the more
deadly was, that even afler It had begun at the
eastern end of the Boulevard Montmarre, people
siandirg at the balconies and windows could
not belleve that the troops were really firlng
inet the windows with ball cariridge, and they
remnined In the front rooms, and even con-
tinued standing at the windows until a volley
came crushing In, At one of the windows
there stood n Hussian noble with his sister at
his slde; suddenly they received the flre of the
soldlery, and both of them were wounded with
musket shols,

This description although episodical, is con-
clusive as to the dreadful means resorted to
by Lounis Napoleon. We intend to collate
what must be considered as the firat or pre-
liminary movement, commencing with the
removal of Chargarnier as commander of the
garrison of Paris, followed by the proceedings
of the National Legislative Assembly, and

hope to resume it an early day.

On the Tendency of the Age.
Marr thoughtfal observers in Enrope and this
oountry think they discern faint glimmerings
of a coming revolation, not they they would look
for a revolution like the old French explosion,
but a revolution in the politioal and religious
world—a revolution in men’s minds against
authority—that the tendenoy of the old Gov-
ernments of Europe iz to Democracy they
think is becoming more apparent every year;
coupled with this is a revolt against priestly
rule. Some of the staunchest adherents of
that ruls are fain to admit this, Even M. de
Montalembert, the eloguent Catholic writer,
who does not wish to see that ohange, it ls
vvident from some of his late writings, s pre-
pared to look for it. The bold stand taken
by the Aunstrian Minister against the Pope'y
recent letter, the deoline of priestly influence
in other countries—especially in France-~the
rupture in the Church of England, oaused by
Ritualism; if we view these risings against
seonlar and priestly influence, it would seem
that some great change was certainly about to
take place, Nor is it alone confined to the

! two geots above named; in every seot there is
& foverish effervescence existing, as was well

observed by a writer on (othic archi-
teoture which was Iately republished in
this journal, the spirit which impelled
the ereotion of such edifices is deads

and, sscoording to the writer's opinion, wily
never: in be revived. We may say in addi-
tion, that the day for ornsades is over. Noither
Peter the hermit, nor Simon de Montford,
could again awaken the enthusiaam necessary
for guch enterprises in our time. We might
almost as well look for a restoration of the
inquisition. Bome again see In all this what
they believe to be & change for the better.
They say that with this revolt against autho-
rity, oomes a revolt against bigotry and super-
stition. Then again there are others who see
with this decline of authority a tendancy to
the other extreme; that is to say, that with
the weakening of all former beliafs, there will
eventnally oome & period of decided unbaliaf;
that with the attempt to demolish a few idols,
the entire superstruoture will be so terribly
ghaken, if not destroyed, that a materialistio
pantheism may be set up in its stead.

To us the tendenoy of the political system
geems more olear than the religions; for reli-
glons fermentations have been constantly
taking place at nearly all periods of the world's
history; and so have political, some may say,
also; but the signa of a demooratio tendency we
think more visible than the other. Ia corro-
boration of this we could point to the condi-
tion of England, Prussis, and France. We
may be decelved in the signs, bnt we think
not to the same extent as to the indioations in
the religions world. We think the latter far
more intricate in their seoret workings than
i# exhibited in the open expressions for a
change of material condition every day mani-
fested to the world in the countries which we
have particularly mentioned.

Whatever tha future may bring forth (re-
turning to the religions branch of the subjeat)
we are aware of what has been accomplished;
we know that only & few years ago a promi-
nent member of the British Cabinet, existing
at the time of the Crimean war, had publioly
declared that the dissenters were no Chris-
tians, We further know what disabilities
have been removed from dissenters, Catholios,
Jews, and Quakers; we know positively that
reforms in this partionlar have been made
in other conntries, too, than England. Is the
tumult existing in the minds of men widely to
produce good or bad fruitt Will the present
or futnre generations be benefited or injured
by the bubbles on the surface? On another
ocoasion we may take a historical retrospective
view of events which may have caused this
condition of things.

i —

WE have long been accustomed to an ever
varying iteration of the allegation that the
negro could not be elevated above his old in-
ferlor condition; that by oanon fixed from all
eternity he was and must ever be subject to
the white race; that religion and nature had
established the rule, and the slave code had
only reafirmed the physical, psychological,
moral, and mental superiority of the sons of
Japhet in a practioal form for the convenience
of soclety. But Instead of it being Ilmpos-
gible, or even diffioult to raise the negro into
equality with his master, it now appears to
be easy to make him superior. The address
from the Democratic State Committes of Penn-
sylvania asserts that now the white man in
the Sonth is inferior to the negro, and asks
the reason why. We did not know that it was
80, but if the Democrats say g0 we must ba-
lieve it—they ought to know! Their rebel
white friends are down there, and they have
been long and intimately acquainted with
them. If a Demoorat knows and feels that he
is the inferior of the negro, just fresh from the
rice-awamps and the osne-brake, the momaeant
that negro becomes entitled to a vote, we may
be gorry for him, but we cannot help it. Inner
consciousness must be the test, and the only test
in such a matiter.
